"(Granted  as  Burton,  Nov.  6,  1766,  to  Clement  March  and  others. 
Burton  was  taken  from  Grafton  County  and  annexed  to  Carroll,  Novem- 
ber 27,  1800.  The  name  of  the  town  was  changed  to  Albanv,  July  2, 
1833,  probably  for  Albany,   N.  Y.) 

Burton    Charter,  1766 

"PROVINCE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

George  the  Third,  by  the  Grace  of  God  of  Great  Britain 

(L.  S.) 

France  and  Ireland,  King  Defender  of  the  Faith,  etc.. 

To  all  persons  to  whom  these  presents  shall  come,  Greetings:—  Know  ye, 
that  we,  of  our  special  grace,  certain  knowledge  and  mere  motion,  and 
for  the  due  encouragement  of  settling  a  new  plantation  within  our  said 
province  bv  and  with  the  advice  of  our  trustee  and  well  beloved  Benning 
Wentworth,  our  Governor  and  Commander  in  Chief  of  our  said  Province 
of  New  Hampshire  in  New  England  and  of  our  council  of  our  said  Prov- 
ince; have,  upon  the  conditions  and  reservations  hereinafter  made,  given 
and  granted  by  these  presents  for  us,  our  heirs  and  successors  do  give 
and  grant  in  equal  shares  unto  our  loving  subjects,  inhabitants  of  our  stiid 
province  of  New  Hampshire  and  our  other  Governments  and  to  their 
heirs  and  assigns  forever,  whose  names  are  entered  on  this  grant  to  be 
divided  to  and  amongst  them  into  sixty-six  equal  shares,  all  that  tract  or 
parcel  of  land  situate,  lying  and  being  within  our  said  Province  of  New 
Hampshire,  containing  by  admeasurement  23,000  acres  which  tract  is  to 
contain  about  6  miles  square,  and  no  more;  out  of  which  an  allowance  is 
to  be  made  for  highways,  and  improvable  lands  by  rocks,  ponds,  moun- 
tains and  rivers,  1040  acres  free,  according  to  a  plan  and  survey  thereof 
made  by  our  said  Governor's  Order,  and  return  into  die  Secretary's  Office, 
and  hereunto  annexed,  butted  and  bounded  as  follows,  viz:— 

BEGINNING  at  the  middle  of  the  West  side  line  of  Conway  and 
from  thence  to  run  West  until  the  line  so  run  West  shall  intersect  a  line 
run   North   from   the   Northeasterly   comer   of   an   additiond   grant   to   the 
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township  of  Sandwich;  thence  by  said  last  mentioned  line  south  to  the 
addition  of  Sandwich  aforesaid  and  thence  on  to  Tamworth,  thence  east- 
erly by  Tamworth  to  the  northeast  comer  thereof;  thence  a  straight  line 
by  the  township  of  Eaton  to  the  northwesterly  comer  of  a  tract  of  land 
granted  to  the  officers  late  in  his  Majesty's  service;  thence  by  said  officers 
lands  to  the  southwesterly  comer  of  Conway;  thence  north  eight  degrees 
East  by  Conway  to  the  bounds  first  mentioned.  And  the  same  be  and 
hereby  is  incorporated  into  a  township  by  the  name  of  Burton  and  the 
inhabitants  that  do  or  shall  hereafter  inhabit  the  said  township  are  hereby 
declared  to  be  enfranchised  with  and  entitled  to  all  and  every  the  privi- 
leges and  immunities  that  other  towns  within  our  Province  of  law,  exercise 
and  enjoy;  and  further  that  the  said  town  as  soon  as  there  shall  be  fifty 
families  resident  and  settled  thereon  shall  have  the  liberty  of  holding  two 
fairs,  one  of  which  shall  be  held  on  the.  ...  A  market  may  be  opened 
and  may  be  kept  open  one  or  more  days  each  week,  which  shall  be  thought 
most  advantageous  to  the  inhabitants 

TO  HAVE  AND  TO  HOLD  the  said  tract  of  land  as  above  expressed 
together  with  all  privileges  and  appurtenances  to  them  and  their  respec- 
tive heirs  and  assigns  forever,  upon  the  following  conditions,  viz:- 

(1)  That  every  grantee,  his  heirs  and  assigns  shall  plant  and  cultivate 
five  acres  of  land  within  the  term  of  five  years  for  every  fifty  acres  con- 
tained in  his  or  their  share. 

(2)  That  all  the  white  and  other  pine  trees  within  said  township  fit 
for  masting  our  Royal  Navy  be  carefully  preserved  for  that  use  and  none 
be  cut  or  felled  without  our  special  license. 

(3)  That  before  any  division  of  the  land  be  made  to  and  among  the 
grantees,  a  tract  of  land  as  near  the  center  of  the  said  township  as  the 
land  will  admit  of,  shall  be  reserved  and  marked  out  for  town  lots,  one 
which  shall  be  allotted  to  each  grantee  of  the  contents  of  one  acre. 

(4)  Yielding  and  paying  thereof  to  us  our  heirs  and  successors  for  the 
space  of  ten  years  to  be  computed  from  the  date  hereof  the  rent  of  one 
ear  of  Indian  com  annually  only  if  lawfully  demanded. 

(5)  Every  proprietor,  settler  or  inhabitant  shall  yield  and  pay  unto 
us  our  heirs  and  successors  yearly  and  every  year  forever  from  and  after 
the   expiration    of   ten   years,   One    Shilling   Proclamation   money. 

IN  TESTIMONY  WHEREOF  we  have  caused  the  seal  of  our  said 
Province  to  be  hereunto  affixed,  witness,  Benning  Wentworth,  our  Gov- 
ernor and  Commander  in  Chief  of  our  said  Pro\ince  the  6th  dav  of  Novem- 
ber,  1766  and  in  the  7th  year  of  our  reign.

JUNE  SESSION  1833 

Chapter  CXXXVIII 

"An  act  to  change  the  name  of  BURTON. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  senate  and  house  of  representatives  in  General 
Court  convened  that  the  town  of  Burton  in  the  County  of  Strafford  may 
assume  and  hereafter  be  known  by  the  name  of  Albany.  Anv  law,  custom 
or  usage  to  the  contrary,  notwithstanding. 

Approved  July  2,  1833. 


NOTE 

The  land  referred  to  in  the  conveyance  bearing  date  prior  to  1833 
as  being  situated  in  the  town  of  Burton,  N.  H.  is  now  situated  in  the 
town  of  Albany,  N.  H. 

NOTE 

All  of  the  records  of  the  Town  of  Albany,  including  the  original 
proprietors   records,   were   destroyed  by  fire  in   the   year   1832.

800  ft.  as  it  passes  the  Main  House  of  Camp  Atahi,  so  it  will  pass  about 
50  feet  farther  from  the  front  of  the  House.  Agreeable  to  a  petition  signed 
by  10  voters. 

Art.  23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise,  and  appropriate 
($1,000.00)  for  the  Bicentennial  Celebration  July  2,  1966. 

Art.  24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  money 
to  redecorate  Town  Hall. 

Art.  25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  apply  the  1965  Yield  Tax 
to  the  School  Budget. 

Art.  26.  To  act  upon  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come 
before  this  meeting.

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Report  of  the  Forest  Fire  Warden  and 
District  Chief 

Most  of  us  who  live  in  New  Hampshire  and  the  thousands  of  vaca- 
tionists that  visit  us  every  year  love  the  State  for  the  variegated  wood- 
lands that  encircle  our  clean  lakes  and  clothe  the  hills  and  mountains. 
Most  of  us  appreciate  these  values,  but  still  there  were  enough  careless 
peojile  amony  us  to  cause  over  880  grass  and  woodland  fires  to  start  in 
1965.  True  this  was  a  much  dryer  than  normal  year  but  this  should  have 
meant  the  use  of  extra  care.  Fortimately  the  fire  fighting  forces  have 
held  the  line  against  such  careless  acts.  It  is  up  to  each  one  of  us  to 
be   ever   mindful   that   a   spark   or  flame   is   a   potential   fire. 

WE  MUST  ALL  BE  CAREFUL: 

1.  To  teach  our  children  the  danger  in  lighting  matches. 

2.  To  never  discard  lighted  smoking  material  from  a  car  or  while 
walking  through  fields  or  woods. 

3.  To  safely  dispose  of  rubbish  preferably  at  the  town  dump.  If  you 
must  bum  rubbish  or  brush; 

a.  Always  get  a  permit  to  burn  from  the  warden. 

b.  Start  your  fire  late  in  the  day  after  5:00  p.m. 

c.  If  burning  a  field  or  brush  have  equipment  and  adequate 
help  on  hand.  The  heat  from  your  fire  creates  its  own  draft 
to  spread  fire. 

Our  carelessness  with  fire  is  costing  our  State  and  Towns  thousands 
of  wasted  dollars  in  suppression  and  hundreds  of  acres  of  destroyed  wood- 
lands.  Yours  never  to  enjoy.
